SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any boy 
or girl under sixteen years to be or remain up- 
on the streets or sidewalks, or in any public 
place in Reno, Nevada, atter the hour oi eight 
o'clock P. M., except that such boy or girl be In 
the necessary or tctual discharge of duties, 
services or errands required of him or her by 
his or her parent, guardian or employer, or be 
returning homo in a quiet and orderly manner, 
without undue loitering or delay, from such 
visit or place of nmnsement as he or she may 
have gone to with the consent of his or her 
parent, guardian or employer. 


SECTION 2. It is hereby made the duty of 
the Constable of Reno 'Township to cause the 
bell «f the Reno Engine House to be sounded 
eighVtimes on each anrt every evening of the 
week at the hour of eight o'clock.

Any peison violating any of the
